time stored in said planned start time storing unit 

3. (currently amended) A schedule execution managing apparatus managing 
execution of one or more schedules, comprising: a planned start time setting unit setting a 

planned start time of a first s chedule i n correspondence with u sing a n end time of a 
difforont second schedul e having o dopondoncy on tho oohodu l o , and an offset from the end 
time , wherein the first schedule having a dependency on the second schedule ; 

a planned start time storing unit storing the set planned start time; and 

a schedule execution controlling unit controlling an execution start of the first s chedule by 
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referencing contents stored in said planned start time storing unit 

4. (currently amended) The schedule execution managing apparatus according to 
claim 3, further comprising^ 

a planned start time changing unit changing the planned start time of the firstschedule 
having the dependency on the d i ff e r e nt s econd schedule i n oorrospondonoo with usmgjhe 
changed e nd time aftor boing chang e d a nd the offse t from th e end tim e, when the end time of 
the different second schedule is changed, and rewriting the planned start time stored in said 
planned start time storing unit. 

5. (currently amended) A schedule execution managing method managing 
execution of one or more schedules, comprising: 

setting a planned start time of a schedule in oorrocpondonoo w i th using_a base time and 
an offset from the base time; 

storing the set planned start time; and 

controlling an execution start of the schedule by referencing the stored planned start 
time , wherein the base time having a base time name and said schedule executio n managing 
method managing execution of one or more schedules using one or more base time names. 

6. (currently amended) The schedule execution managing method according to 
claim 5, further comprising: 

resetting a planned start time of a schedule which uses a changed base time namem 
oorrocpondonco with u sing t he changed base time and the offse t from tho base tim e, when the 
base time is changed; 

storing the reset planned start time; and controlling an execution start of the schedule by 
referencing the stored planned start time. 

7. (currently amended) A schedule execution managing method managing 
execution of one or more schedules, comprising: 

setting a planned start time of a first s chedule In corr e spondonoo with u sing_an end time 
of a different second s chedul e having a dopondoncy on tho cchodul e, and an offset from the end 
tim e, wherein the first schedule having a dependency on the second schedule : 

storing the set planned start time; and 
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controlling an execution start of the first schedule by referencing the stored planned start 

time. 

8. (currently amended) The schedule execution managing method according to 
claim 7, further comprising: 

resetting the planned start time of the firstschedule having the dependency on the 
different -second s chedul o tho ond timo of wh i ch is changod, i n corrocpondonco withy sjng the 
end time after boing changed chapgeand the offset from the end time, when the end time of the 
diff e rent second s chedule is changed; 

storing the reset planned start time; and 

controlling an execution start of the first schedule by referencing the stored planned start 

time. 

9. (currently amended) A computer- readable storage medium on which is recorded 
a program for causing a computer to execute a process for managing execution of one more 
schedules, said process comprising: 

setting a planned start time of a schedule in oorroopondonco with usjngLa base time and 
an offset from the base time: 

storing the set planned start time; and controlling an execution start, of the schedule by 
referencing the stored planned start time , wherein the base ti me having a base time name and 
said process for managing execution of one or more schedules using one or more base time 
names . 

10. (currently amended) A computer-readable storage medium on which is recorded 
a program for causing a computer to execute a process for managing execution of one or more 
schedules, said process comprising: 

setting a planned start time of a first s chedule i n oorrespondonoo with using_an end time 
of a differ e nt s econd s chedul o hoving a dopond e noy on tho sch e du le, and an offset from the end 
time , wherein the first schedule having a dependency on t he second schedule: 

storing the set planned start time; and 

controlling an execution start of the first schedule by referencing the stored planned start 

time. 

11 . (currently amended) A schedule execution managing apparatus managing 
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execution of one or more schedules, comprising: 

planned start time setting means for setting a planned start time of a schedule m 
cormcpondonco with using a base time and an offset from the base time; planned start time 
storing means for storing the set planned start time; and 

schedule execution controlling means for controlling an execution start of the schedule 
by referencing contents stored in said planned start time storing means, wherein the base time 
having a base time name and said schedule execution managing apparatus managing 
execution of one or more schedules using one or more base time names .
